This  is  not 
Artem.isia— formerly  ttie  most  criticized 
and  least  appreciated  campus  publica- 
tion.  Tbis  is  Artemisia— reformed. 

Artemiisia  lias  been  denounced  dur- 
ing tbe  last  decade  as  a  bigb  school  year- 
book tbat  does  not  adequately  represent 
tbe  university.  Sadly  tbe  criticism  was 
well  deserved. 

Knowing  tlie  im.portance  of  baving  a 
recorded  bistory  we  were  determined 
tbis  year  not  to  let  weak  photograpliy 
and  boring  layout  ruin  tbe  book  once 
again— making  it  impossible  for  the  book 
to  be  an  interesting  and  representative 
record  of  students'  lives. 

Influenced  by  tbe  superb  Artemisia 
pictorials  of  the  1970s,  we  recruited  our 
talented  staff  from  ttie  art  and  journal- 
ism departments.   Using  pbotograpby 
we  set  out  to  artistically  document  this 
university  and  its  far-reaching  influ- 
ences. 

Many  people  have  worked  hard  to 
reform  the  Artemisia.

Duncan,  director  of 
golf,  as  substitute 
coach. 


•   ASUN  bought  214 
telescoping  chairs  for 
Lawlor  Events  Center. 
The  chairs  cost 
$92,000. 


September 


•  A  high-tech  security 
system  with  pass  keys 
and  video  cameras  was 
planned  to  be  installed 
in  campus  buildings. 


•   Kay  Gooch  replaced 
Mary  Shea  as  the  Wolf 
Pack's  cross  county  ski 
coach. 


•  The  Honor  Court,  a 
series  of  stone  pillars 
and  obelisks  with  a 
Victorian  Gazebo  and 
bubbling  fountain, 
was  finally  completed 
and  dedicated.   Over 
1,000  names  of  people 
who  have  made  sub- 
stantial contributions 
to  the  university  were 
carved  in  the  stone.

•  John  Burch,  profes- 
sor of  accounting  and 
computer  information 
services,  was  arrested 
on  two  misdemeanor 
counts  of  making 
threatening  calls  to 
the  chairman  and  the 
dean  of  the  College  of 
Business 
Administration . 


•   Curtis  Sliwa,  found- 
ing member  of  the 
"Guardian  Angels"  and 
Steve  Hager,  editor  of 


"High  Times"  magazine 
debated  the  legaliza- 
tion of  marijuana  in 
the  student  union. 
The  event,  titled 
"Heads  vs.  the  Feds" 
drew  nearly  200  spec- 
tators, some  of  which 
became  emotional  and 
verbally  hostile  to 
Sliwa.    Every  student 
who  spoke  or  asked 
questions  was  in  favor 
of  marijuana  legaliza- 
tion. 


•   Monique  Washington 
became  the  first  black 
Homecoming  Queen  at 
this  university. 


Washington  was  sup- 
ported by  the  Ethnic 
Student  Alliance  and 
other  organizations. 
Her  King  was  Vincent 
Lim. 


•   A  new  record  of 
7,000  cans  of  food  was 
set  during  the 
Homecoming  food 
drive. 


•   Earl  Greene,  ASUN 
Executive  Vice 
President,  made  a  for- 
mal request  to  faculty 
to  reuse  textbooks. 


November 


•   Two  students  living 
in  Lincoln  hall  were 


arrested  after  one  of 
them  allegedly  called  a 
crisis  phone  line,  say- 
ing that  he  had  a  gun 
and  was  suicidal. 
Police  found  marijua- 
na, drug  paraphernalia 
and  a  .22  pistol  in 
their  roomi. 
JTSU. 

December 


•    "Accidental  Activist" 
Candace  Gingrich,  half 
sister  of  Republican 
House  Speaker  Newt 
Gingrich,  visited  cam- 
pus and  discussed 
issues  of  gay  equality 
and  political  leader- 
ship.   Gingrich  is 
spokeswoman  for  the 
Human  Rights 
Cam.paign,  the  nation's 
largest  gay  and  lesbian 
political  organization.

Sullivan's  gun- 
belt  and  master  keys 
to  the  university  were 
gone.   A  massive  man- 
hunt ensued  and  the 
entire  university  was 
closed  for  a  day.   The 
search  ended  in  Salt 
Lake  City  where  police 
took  murder  suspect 
Siaosi  Vanisi  into  cus- 
tody. 

The  university 
changed  the  locks  to 
the  outer  doors  on  all 
university  buildings 
to  ensure  campus  safe- 
ty

"Greeks','  "Sports"  and 
r'Dorm  Life!' 

Free  from  the  con- 
Ifinements  of  boring  sec- 
tions, we  were  able  to 
create  a  much  m.ore  rep- 
resentative pictorial. 
Universities  are  hodge- 
podges-medleys  if  you 
will.    This  is  what  we 
[wanted  to  represent. 

Such  departures 
Ifrom  standard  yearbook 
practices  became  normal 
occurrences  throughout 
the  year.    Dissatisfied 
with  recent  yearbooks, 
we  filled  this  one  with 
unconventional 
[approaches  and  risks. 

The  process  that 
Imade  this  book  is  com- 
parable to  an  avalanche; 
it  started  with  a  small 
movement  and  grew 
rapidly  into  a  far-reach- 
ling  phenomenon. 

Cayenna  Johnson,  m.y  assistant  editor, 
[saw  a  copy  of  the  1976  Artem.isia  and  was 
impressed  with  its  strong  photography  and 
artistic  display  formiat.  She  told  m.e  about  it 
while  I  was  already  tinkering  with  the  idea  of 
running  for  editor.    I  knew  that  the  burden  of 
Ibeing  editor  would  be  huge  and,  if  I  decided  to 
lemulate  the  1976  book,  my  experience  as  a  sec- 
tion editor  for  the  1997  Artemisia  would  be 
almost  useless.    I  would  be  blazing  my  own 
Itrail. 

How  right  I  was.    One  of  the  hardest 
I  things  we  had  to  do  was  convince  others  that  a 
Ichange  was  needed.    I'm  not  sure  that  we  ever 
succeeded. 
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Finding  a  like-minded  staff  was  an  easier 
[task.   We  found  a  small  army  of  independent 
thinking  students  who  were  also  dissatisfied 
I  with  normality. 

Although  the  staff  and  I  sometimes  dis- 
lagreed  over  the  content  of  this  book,  we  always 
kept  the  sam.e  goal — representing  the  universi- 
ty in  an  interesting  and  artistic  way.   Acting 
put  of  genuine  concern,  we  often  argued  and 
|agonized  over  large  and  sm.all  decisions. 

We  quickly 
learned  that  artistic 
representation  is  a  very 
difficult  route  to  take. 
Finding  a  consensus  on 
what  is  aesthetic,  what 
is  fair  representation 
and  what  is  interesting 
is  a  tim.e  consuming 
and  delicate  process. 
Did  I  m.ention  how  long 
it  takes  and  how  quick- 
ly decisions  can  be 
reversed?   Oh,  another 
thing — it's  painstaking- 
ly slow  and  can  change 
as  suddenly  as  a  kalei- 
doscope pattern. 

We  admit  that  our 
creation  has  mistakes. 
A  question  for  the  triv- 
ia-minded reader:   Can 
you  identify  the  photo- 
graph that  was  printed 
twice? 

We  also  admit  that| 
we've  done  good  work. 
Just  yesterday  someone 
said  that  this  issue  is 
"the  first  real  annual  in 
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|a  decade!'    How  can  I  not  be  pleased? 

Perhaps  what  I  am,  m.ost  proud  of  is  the 
[personal  nature  of  our  work.   Look  closely.   Can 
you  see  our  struggles,  our  humor  and  our 
[thoughts? 

Do  you  see  us  in  the  way  that  we  see  you? 

Time  alone  will  tell,  but  I  think  that  we 
I  have  awakened  a  dying  art  on  this  campus.    It 
doesn't  matter  if  others  continue  in  this  man- 
ner, but  it  is  crucial  that  others  continue  to  be 
I  innovative  with  this  publication. 

I  offer  my  support  and  adm.iration  to  the 
[people  who  shape  Artem.isia  in  the  future. 
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
